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Storm has 
no impact, 
PG&E says

Anyone who was hoping that the 
storms of recent days would bring a halt 
to the continuing upward spiral in fuel 
cost adjustments on their utility bills got 
some bad news today from Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company. 
L ast w e e k ’s sto r m , a PG& E 
spokesman said, “produced no signifi­ 
cant change” in a rather dism al 
p r o g n o sis for im p r o v e m e n t in 
hydroelectric production this year. 
“We need 10 more storms this season 
like the one we had last week for the 
situation to improve,” the spokesman 
told The Record. “To coin a phrase, what 
we got was just a drop in the bucket.” 
The long-range forecast for weather 
this winter is of little comfort either. 
“Nobody wants to go out on a limb and 
make any weather predictions beyond a 
few days.” the spokesman said. 
He did observe that the high-pressure 
system which moved south to allow the 
storm to move in last week has returned 
to its former location to the north and 
west where it has persistently headed off 
at the pass most of the rain and snow 
destined for California 
“Wheter this is temporary or not, we 
just don’t know.” he said. 
So far. then, it appears that this winter 
is just a continuation of a dry year when 
the weather books for California were 
rewritten. 
Except for the storm last week, which 
deposited about four feet of snow in some 
mountain areas, this winter season is lit­ 
tle different from last year when winter 
never really got off — or rather on — the 
ground. 
The almost painful abundance of 
winter sunshine caused mountain reser­ 
voirs in California to recede markedly. 
“Many of our reservoirs are beginning 
this season 20 to 40 per cent full," the 
PG&E spokesman said. 
This is discouraging for a company 
that relies heavily on low-cost hydro 
power for econom ic production of 
electrical power. 
Exactly one year ago, PG&E es­ 
timated that in 1976 it would require the 
equivalent of 39.5 million barrels of oil 
for its oil and natural gas fueled power 
plants. As the dry weather continued, 
however, that forecast was tossed out 
and by year's end it was figured some 60 
million barrels of fossil fuel — at about 
$15 per barrel — would be necessary to 
produce the electrical output of the 64 
hydroelectric facilities. 
The late summer and early fall rains 
last year in northern and central Califor­ 
nia did not ease the situation any more 
than last w eek ’s storm did. the 
spokesman said. 
“Fortunately,” another spokesman for 
PG&E said, “the storms that missed 
California gave the Pacific Northwest a 
water bonus. Hydroelectric projects in 
the Columbia River basin generated 
power well in excess of the local de­ 
mand The big extra high voltage intertie 
lines, in which the California utilities are 
partners, were loaded to capacity. 
“That enabled important surplus 
power to be purchased by PG&E and 
other California utilities, but not enough 
could be bought to make up for the 
severe California drought. If it hadn’t 
been for this power from the Pacific 
Northwest, even more fuel oil and more 
expense would have been required for 
PG & E s s te a m e le c t r ic p la n t 
operation,” he said 
The cost of producing electrical power 
with fossil fuels was some $200 million 
more than predicted because of the dry 
year, which resulted in additional adjust­ 
ments in fuel costs being passed on to 
electrical consumers 
The City of Lompoc, a wholesale 
customer of PG&E, has protested the 
difference in the rate of the fuel cost 
adjustment to PG&E’s retail customers 
and its wholesale customers. Pending a 
settlement of the dispute, the amount 
represented by the different percentages 
has been withheld from payment to 
PG&E. 
PG&E officials have pointed out that 
the company had the equivalent of a 
“wet year” stored in one big facility but 
couldn’t take advantage of it. 
Richard P Davin, nuclear information 
specialist for the utility, said that Unit 1 
of the big Diablo Canyon nuclear power 
plant in San Luis Obispo County is 99.2 
per cent complete and that Unit 2 is 84.2 
per cent complete. 
Had these two units been available for 
operation, two million kilowatts could 
have been produced — as much energy 
as all 64 hydroelectric plants owned and 
operated by PG&E could turn out in an 
average year. 
“The fuel is on site and ready to be 
loaded, but we don’t have a license to 
operate,” Davin told The Record. 
Many problems have forestalled the 
opening of Diablo Canyon for four years, 
not the least of which is what Davin 
called “ interminable” intervention by 
anti-nuclear factions 
“We hope that we will have our license 
to operate by this summer,” Davin said. 
“We certainly need it.” Less optimistic 
observers predict it will be September at 
the earliest before a permit is granted, 
however. 


Court oks 
restrictive 
zoning laws 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Sucreme 
Court ruled today that local zonin, laws 
may not be held unconstitutional . olely 
because they tend to limit availability of 
housing for racial minorities and low in­ 
come groups. 
All eight justices participating in the 
decision agreed that impact alone is in­ 
sufficient proof of discriminatory intent. 
Three justices dissented solely on the is­ 
sue of whether the appeals court should 
be given a second chance to review the 
case rather than be reversed outright. 
The decision was a major victory for 
the nation’s suburban areas which use 
comprehensive zoning laws to maintain 
the character of their communities. It 
was a blow to civil rights groups in their 
continuing battle to open up the suburbs 
to low income families for housing and 
schools. 
In another case, the high court ruled 
unanimously that an Ohio school board 
was not barred from firing a teacher for 
legitim ate reasons although other 
reasons dealt with constitutionally 
protected free speech. The justices said 
if the main cause of dismissal was for 
non-speech misconduct, reinstatement 
was not required because he also was 
criticized for his speech. 
In another unanimous decision, the 
court upheld Agriculture Department 
and Iowa regulations counting subsidized 


transportation grants to job training 
programs as income for food stamp pur­ 
poses. 
Justice Lewis F. Powell, writing the 
court’s opinion in the housing case, 
relied heavily on a decision last term up­ 
holding testing procedures by the 
Washington, D C., police department. In 
that case, the court said merely showing 
more blacks than whites failed the test 
was insufficient to prove race dis­ 
crimination under the 14th Amendment. 
Today's decision applied the same 
logic to zoning regulations in Arlington 
Heights, 111., which declined to change 
property zoned for single fam ily 
detached homes to multi-family units. 
The change had been sought by a 
developer seeking to build low and mid­ 
dle income housing. 
According to the 1970 census, only 27 of 
Arlington Heights’ 64,000 residents were 
black. 
The U.S. Court of Appeals in Chicago 
said since the impact of the zoning rules 
was to foster continued segregation in 
the village, the rules must fall. The court 
found no significant evidence the com­ 
m unity w as m o tiv a ted by race 
discrimination. 
The high court reversed, holding that 
“proof of racially discriminatory intent 
or purpose is required to show a violation 
of the Equal Protection Clause.”

Six saved from 
stormy Atlantic 


Bell questioned sharply 
at confirmation hearings 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Attorney General-designate Grif­ 
fin Bell said today he made a “wrong“ decision on free 
speech while a judge, but ruled with “an even hand” in 
desegregation cases and plans to name a black man as 
solicitor general. 
Bell, who faces strong opposition from the NAACP, was 
sharply questioned about his past record during his confir­ 
mation hearing — the most controversial among five held to­ 
day by Senate committees for top-level appointees of Presi­ 
dent-elect Jimmy Carter 
The other nominees — Harold Brown, defense secretary- 
designate. Cyrus Vance, nominated secretary of state. Bob 
Bergland. agriculture secretary-designate, and Charles 
Schultze, named to chair the president’s Council of 
Economic Advisers — faced no expressed opposition at their 
hearings 
Bell testified he was wrong in upholding the Georgia House 
of Representatives’ ejection of black Rep. Julian Bond in the 
early 1960s because of his activist opposition to the Vietnam 
War, but said he followed the law of the period He was 
overruled by the Supreme Court, and said: “It is quite ob­ 
vious we were wrong and the Supreme Court was right ” 
Bell said he had ruled in desegregation cases during his 
years on the federal bench “with an even hand” and was a 
“moderating force” when he served as an adviser to pro- 
segregation Gov. Ernest Vandiver of Georgia 


Bell also disclosed he will name black judge Wade McCree 
Jr., a member of the 6th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, as his 
solicitor general. 


Vance, appearing before the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, said the Carter administration will 
stand for 
human rights” in its foreign diplomacy. 
The former deputy defense secretary Sajd the nation 
learned some lessons from its “mistake” in Vietnam. “I 
know 1 made my share of mistakes ” But he added, “Our 
motivation was not evil. It was based on a misjudgment as 
we went along.” 
At other hearings: 
— Defense secretary-nominee Brown said he would like to 
see the debate over arms shifted from nuclear weapons to 
the needs of conventional weapons. He said he walks on mid­ 
dle ground between those who take the “worst case” of 
Soviet nuclear capability and intentions and those who are 
unconcerned “I don’t believe it is necessary for the United 
States to match the Soviet Union in every measure of 
strategic capability that one can think up, 
he said. 
— Bergland. the nominee for agriculture secretary, told 
senators he favors expanding farm trade, but he urged “cau­ 
tion and prudence” to prevent a run on the nation s grain 
supplies if they are depleted later by drought. He also said 
Congress should quickly begin work to curb abuses of the 
food stamp program and indicated he would favor a long­ 
term extension of federal farm support programs which ex­ 
pire this vear. 
— Schultze defended the president-elect’s 
economic 
stimulus program as adequate to do the job without causing 
inflation At a sparsely attended hearing before the Senate 
Banking Committee, he said Carter’s $15 billion-a-year pro­ 
gram should boost the country’s economic growth rate.

City Attorney Alan Davidson an­ 
nounced Monday the city will take legal 
action against Roy’s Auto Wrecking and 
Garage at 333 N. Second St., to bring 
about compliance with conditions of a 
use permit under which the yard 
operates. 


Davidson discussed the issue during an 
appearance before Lompoc Planning 
Commission. He told the commission in 
a written report that “I have consulted 
with the staff, principally Jack Lam, 
community development department 
director, and we have resolved that we 
will go to Superior Court in an endeavor 
to obtain a mandatory injunction. The 
staff and I will work over the next 
several months to produce sufficient 
evidence and obtain the injunction. We 
operate on the proposition that this 
process will secure a tight control and 
application of the city’s regulations on 
this operation The mandatory injunction 
is not intended (until proven broken) to 
put the wrecking yard out of business.” 


Roy Velasquez, operator of the wreck­ 
ing yard, could not be reached im­ 
mediately for comment this morning, 
but it was learned that he was aware of 
the city s intentions. 


Lam told the commission that resi­ 
dents in areas adjacent to the wrecking 
yard had filed complaints because of the 
noise and the unsightly condition created 
by the parking of junk cars in front of the 
yard 


In his presentation. Davidson noted: 
“We should also point out that persons 
other than the wrecking yard operator 
leave car parts outside of the fence on 


weekends ... The leaving of such 
materials by others is usually a violation 
of the law and the wrecking yard owner 
is the victim ... some persons also park 
their junk cars at the curb without ask­ 
ing the permission of the yard owner. 
They leave these cars, which are in­ 
tended to be wrecked, and they can be 
removed only with the giving of a ticket 
for 72 hours parking and the towing to a 
junk yard." 
The city has effectively ruled that auto 
wrecking yards are not desirable uses in 
the city, but in Roy’s case issued a use 
penitu for him to continue to operate. 
Davidson said the yard has violated con­ 
ditions of the permit which was issued in 
July, 1971. 


In other action Monday, the commis­ 
sion: 


— Took testimony but delayed acting 
on a request for rezoning from single 
family residential to multiple family 
residential on a parcel, located east of 
R Street, between Ocean and Cypress 
avenues and extending easterly along 
Cypress on the north edge of Ryon Park. 
A public hearing will be held on Jan. 24. 
A total of 16 apartment units are recom­ 
mended instead of the maximum 
allowable 21. 


— Asked Lam to inform the county of 
the commission’s desire to see more 
specific information set forth in a 
regional transportation study instead of 
generalized statements 


— Set public hearings on Jan. 24 to con­ 
sider zoning amendments on three 
parcels, one near the city’s water treat­ 
ment plant on Central avenue, one on a 
4*a-acre parcel at the rear of Lompoc 
Shopping Center, and the third near 
Ryon Park and Cypress Avenue 


BOSTON 
(UPI) - Their vessel 
smashed apart by 25-foot waves, the 
seven crewmen clung to the sinking 
wreckage of the tanker Chester A. Pol­ 
ing. expecting to die. 
But the Coast Guard raced through a 
raging storm to reach the wreck, and six 
crewmen were rescued. The seventh 
drowned as he panicked, grabbed wildly 
for a lifeline, and fell into the icy Atlan­ 
tic waters. 
The 281-foot U.S.-registered vessel, 
which was not carrying any oil, Monday 
became the third tanker to be lost off the 
New England coast in less than a month 
Battered by the fierce winter storm, it 
split amidships about four miles off Cape 
Ann, Mass., shortly after 10:36 a.m. 
EST, when the captain issued a Mayday 
signal. 
“I. myself, and the rest of the crew 
didn’t think we had a chance,” said John 
Gilmete, 47, of Jersey City, N.J., the 
ship's cook “ But then the captain said 
the Coast Guard was coming. Ten or 15 
minutes later we saw two Coast Guard 
cutters.” 
“We all had a very close call. I’m very 
lucky to be alive,” he said. 
When the Coast Guard arrived two 
men were clinging to the fast-sinking 
bow section of the tanker and the others 
were stranded on the stern section. 
The two men were pulled off the bow 
“moments before it went down,” Coast 
Guard spokesman Richard Griggs said 
Two men on the stem section, which also 
was beginning to sink, jumped into the 
49-degree waters. They were quickly 
plucked from the tossing sea. 
The dead crew member was tentative­ 
ly identified as Joao Darosa, 41, of Paw­ 
tucket. R I. The survivors were taken to 
Addison Gilbert Hospital in Gloucester 
for treatment of exposure and immer­ 
sion Besides Gilmete, the others were 
identified as Charles Burgess. 56. 
Charles Lord, 52, Harry Sellick, 45. Guy 
Crnosiglia, 42, and Phil Becker. 
Three Coast Guardsmen were injured

The Chester A. Poling, which operated 
only in coastal waters, was carrying only 
ballast water and was much smaller 
than two other oil-laden transoceanic 
tankers that fell victim to stormy Atlan­ 
tic waters last month. 
The search continued today for 38 
crewmen of the Grand Zenith, which is 
believed sunk with 8 2 million gallons of 
oil aboard. The ship was last heard from 
Dec 30 when its captain radioed he was 
encountering bad weather south of Nova 
Scotia 
The search was extended Monday after 
a plane spotted four orange objects that 
resembled life jackets about 50 miles 
from the spot where other debris from 
the Panamanian-registered ship was 
found last week. 
Ford urges 
Energy Dept. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford today proposed consolidation of key 
federal agencies and functions into a 
cabinet-level “Department of Energy.” 
saying the reorganization would help the 
nation meet a goal of self-sufficiency in 
energy 


Under Ford’s proposal, the depart­ 
ment would include operations of the 
Federal 
Energy 
Administration, 
the 
Energy Research and Development Ad­ 
ministration. the Federal Power Com­ 
mission and the Interior Department’s 
Bureau of Mines and the Rural 
Electrification Administration. 


Com m erce Secretary E lliot L. 
Richardson said the proposal was 
“ sim ilar in many respects to the 
proposal that was put forward by 
President-elect Jimmy Carter during the 
campaign” and, although the Ford ad­ 
ministration did not make a “deliberate 
attempt to coordinate, I don’t think the 
consistency of the approach was acciden­ 
tal,” 


In a report to Congress containing his 
proposed legislation. Ford said: “The 
present executive branch organization 
for energy functions does not facilitate 
effective accomplishment of energy 
goals.” 
Creation of the new department, he 
said, would “provide a more effective 
and efficient management structure for 
providing leadership and carrying out 
the federal role in national energy af­ 
fairs.” 
Ford, who was supposed to submit his 
reorganization plan by the end of 1976 un­ 
der a congressional requirement, said 
his plan would “not enlarge or diminish 
the federal role in energy affairs.” 


Hedlund calls for resignations 
of district General Plan advisers 


Supervisor Bob Hedlund has asked all 
members of the Lompoc and Santa Ynez 
Valley Advisory Committees for the 
General Plan to submit their resigna­ 
tions as the initial step to reconstituting 
the bodies. 
Committee members serve at the 
pleasure of the supervisor. 
Harley Craig, who has served since the 
Lompoc committee was formed in the 
mid-1960s said he received a letter ask­ 
ing him to submit his resignation by Jan 
17. Craig said the communication also in­ 
cluded an application form for him to 
reapply for membership 
He said he 


would do so. 
Craig said there were some rumbles of 
discontent principally from those 
members who were unhappy with 
Hedlund's victory at the polls, but that 
he, Craig looked at it differently. “We 
serve at the supervisor’s pleasure,” he 
said today. “ I figure Hedlund was 
elected, he’s our representative.” 
The workload for the committee is 
known to be piling up, with crucial deci­ 
sions to be made on land use and zoning 
considerations, in the light of recommen­ 
dations by county planning consultant 
Livingston and Associates.

What do you do when you 
want a home that is identifiable 
from the others on the block, 
doesn't have plasterboard walls 
and a concrete floor and is easy 
to keep heated — but you can’t 
afford the $40,000-plus price tag 
that is on some "cracker-box" 
houses today? 
You do w h a t K en and 
Cam Hampton did in 1974: you 
buy a 1942-vintage one-bedroom 
house for just $400. 
The house they bought had a 
cedar roof and hardwood floors, 
but heavy c o a ts of p ain t 
covered the redwood siding and 
knotty pine walls in the kitchen. 
Furtherm ore, the house had 
to be moved off the lot behind 
Tor’s Foreign Car Service on 
North H Street. 
Still, it was a bargain. 
Ken and Cam already had 
purchased a vacant lot on the 
500 block of South J Street for 
$5.000 
Ken knocked out the 
foundation and the Corillo 
Brothers, 
professional 
house 
movers from King City, towed 
the building 11 blocks for a dis­ 
count price of $800. 
The biggest obstacle to the 
relocation was convincing the 
new neighbors beforehand that 
he w asn't, as someone had 
rumored, moving in a relic that 
w o u ld 
d e p r e c i a t e 
th e 
neighborhood 
Ken paid an architect to draw 
blueprints of the house and how 
it would look when remodeling 
was finished He hand-carried 
the drawings from house to 
house in the neighborhood The 
block residents discarded their 
petition to stop the move 
The Corillo Brothers set the 
house on a new foundation that 
Ken had poured Then he in­ 
stalled new copper plumbing 
and e le c tric a l w iring 
He 
patched the roof and added on a 
back bedroom with a charming 
bay window 
th e new bedroom was for 
him and his wife The old one 
was for the coining baby. 
He sandblasted the paint off 
the siding and oiled the exposed 
redwood 
The warm, natural 
character of the house was 
revealed 
He remodeled the bathroom 
and kitchen and built on a 42 by 
36 foot porch around the front 
and one side of the house. 
Together, Ken and Cam strip­ 
ped the four coats of enamel off 
the kitchen w alls. It w as a long 
and exhausting process which 
involved using paint remover, 
heat lamp, wire brushes and 
putty knives. 
E xcept for a friend who 
h elp ed bu ild th e k itc h e n 
cabinets and lay blocks for the 
foundation, Ken did nearly all 
the work himself since Cam 


was pregnant. 
K en 
h ad 
no p r e v io u s 
c a r p e n tr y , 
p lu m b in g o r 
electrical experience. He knew 
a little about pouring cement. 
By trade Ken is a radiator 
repairman. He closed his shop 
for a year to move and remodel 
the house They lived off their 
savings This gave Ken the time 
to do the work, which was 
"trial and error and common 
sense." 
Ken says he gained some 
building knowledge in tearing 
down several b arrac k s on 
Vandenberg AFB and “ seeing 
how they were built.” 
(He used the prime second­ 
hand wood on the house.) 
Ken does not know if anyone 
could perform the carpentry 
work he did with no previous 
experience. What it takes, he 
believes, is an im agination 
vivid enough to see how the 
project will look before it is 
completed. 
His im a g in a tio n w as so 
engaged that Cam rem em bers 
waking up in the night to hear 
Ken calling out numbers while 
measuring boards in his sleep. 
For Ken. the year off work 
was the best tim e spent in his 
life. 
“I got to be with my wife and 
we did things together. We 
stripped the kitchen walls and 
all." he said “The baby was 
bom and 1 got to stay home for 
three months after that. Most 
people are tied down with the 
job and don’t have the tim e to 
do that and realize all that 
takes place in having a baby.” 
Cam said she and Ken “ really 
got to know each other.” 
"We prepared ourselves for 
the baby and worked on the 
house We had to cut a lot of 
com ers because there wasn’t 
much money coming in. It was 
a neat year.” she reflected. 
Last May, Ken opened a new 
rad iato r re p a ir shop on a 
shoestring and every day Cam 
brings him a lunch Sara, their 
first baby, rides on the back of 
her bicycle 
Ken has more remodeling 
work planned including adding 
a dining room off the kitchen, 
enlarging Sara’s room by seven 
feet and finishing the fireplace. 
In their yard are several fruit 
trees, including two avocado 
trees 
There is a ram bling 
tomato patch and seasonally 
Ken plants a garden. 
In a d d itio n , th e y h av e 
chickens that produce fertile 
eggs with golden yolks and firm 
w h ite s 
T h e 
e g g s 
a r e 
nutritionally superior and “ ten 
times as fresh as the eggs in the 
store." Cam vouches. 
On their kitchen counter is a 
copy of Jethro Kloss's "Back to

Gordon Blacklock, Pastor 
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Kissinger defends record, 
laments Watergate impact 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - In 
the finale of an eight year love- 
hate relationship with the 
Washington press corps, outgo­ 
ing Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger defended his record 
and lamented the impact the 
Watergate “ trauma” had on it. 


Kissinger spoke Monday to a 
standing room only crowd at 
the National Press Club, and 
told the reporters in farewell: 
“ I ’ll think of you with affection, 
tinged with exasperation.” 


He was to speak in New York 
today to a luncheon sponsored 
by the Conference of Presidents 
of Major American Jewish 
organizations, and to a dinner 


sponsored by the Foreign 
Policy Association. Those are 
his last scheduled public ap­ 
pearances before leaving office 
next week. 
Asked what was his greatest 
disappointment, 
Kissinger 
spoke of “ the traum a of 
Watergate” and its effects on 
U S foreign policy. 
He said the weakened power 
of Richard Nixon prevented the 
United States from exploiting 
the situation that existed in the 
early 1970s. 
“ It created a dangerous en­ 
vironment and needless dis­ 
putes about the authority of the 
executive branch and the 
legislative branch,” he said. “ It

Ford s choice 
quits race for 
GOP chairman 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) — 
President Ford’s effort to boost 
his 1976 campaign manager into 
the Republican National Com­ 
mittee chairmanship has run 
aground The contest for the 
GOP leadership now focuses on 
a former senator and a handful 
of party insiders 


James Baker, the Houston 
lawyer who took over Ford’s 
campaign from Howard “ Bo" 
Callaway and brought it within 
a few points of victory. Monday 
withdrew his name from con­ 
sideration for GOP chairman. 
The com m ittee m eets in 
Washington Friday and Satur­

Baker, endorsed for the job 
by Ford and Vice President 
Nelson Rockefeller last week, 
issued a statement in Houston 
saying he had decided not to be 
a candidate. 


“There are a large number of 
candidates, most of whom have 
been actively campaigning for 
some time.” he said “ My entry 
into an already overcrowded 
field would not. in my opinion, 
contribute to the unification of 
our party, which to me is the 
overriding goal 


tioned whether it would satisfy 
voters. 
“ Will it (property tax relief) 
be of sufficient magnitude to 
appease the strong demand for 
substantial relief?” he asked.

He said the first SALT agree­ 
ment resulted in the Soviets dis­ 
mantling 270 of their missiles 
and stopping construction of 
several systems, while the 
United States cut back on 
nothing. 


Asked his greatest satisfac­ 
tion, Kissinger did not answer 
directly but alluded to the fact 
that U S 
foreign policy now 
conforms to the realistic situa­ 
tion in the world. He said the 
new administration will require 
a united country, and he made a 
plea for the reporters to give 
the new president their support.

attack 


HONG KONG (U P I) - The 
niece of the late Chinese Com­ 
munist party Chairman Mao 
Tse-tung came under attack to­ 
day in a Peking wall poster 
campaign focusing on demands 
for the reinstatement of purged 
Vice Premier Teng Hsiao-ping 
Peking sources said at least 
one poster, and possibly more, 
criticizing Wang Hai-jung went 
up in the capital along with 
others calling for the return to 
power of Teng. who was purged 
last April 
Since the poster campaign 
began late last week in connec­ 
tion with the first anniversary 
of the death of the Premier 
Chou En-lai, more than a half 
dozen high level officials have 
come under attack. 
Miss Wang is a vice foreign 
minister and usually was pre­ 
sent at meetings Mao held with 
foreign visitors during the last 
few years before his death She 
was considered a member of 
the “ Chou group” and the 
poster attack on her came as a 
surprise to diplomatic analysts 
in Peking, the sources said 
Last October, when the 
“ Gang of Four” was attacked 
for the first time officially. 
Miss Wang was cheered loudly 
when she appeared with a group 
of demonstrators marching to 
Peking s Tien An Men Square. 
No additional details of the 
poster attack on her were 
available immediately.

“ He wants to make it a great 
speech and set a tone for his ad- 
ministration,” according to 
Patrick Anderson, chief speech- 
writer, who said the address 
would have a “ spiritual” tone. 
Carter and Anderson worked 
on the speech during the 
weekend, and the president­ 
elect continued work on it Mon­ 
day. 
Anderson said the address 
will be longer than Carter’s 
eight-minute inaugural as 
Georgia governor in 1971, when 
he spoke the words that gave 
him national prominence: 
“ I say to you quite frankly, 
the time for racial discrimina­ 
tion is over No poor, rural, 
weak or black person should 
ever have to bear the additional 
burden of being deprived of an 
education, a job or simple 
justice.” 
But the address w ill be 
shorter than Carter’s other 
famous speech, the 45-minute 
acceptance at the Democratic 
National Convention in July 
with its populist tone. 
Anderson said Carter has 
read most Inaugural addresses 
and believes the best of the 20th 
Century were those by Woo­ 
drow Wilson in 1913 and John 
Kennedy in 1961. 
Carter and Anderson made 
preliminary drafts some time 
ago. and swapped material 
Saturday. Charles Kirbo, Jody 
Powell and other advisers have 
offered ideas A Houston man 
submitted a complete draft, 
which Carter read. 
James M Wall, a Georgian 
and campaign aide, offered 
suggestions this week in the 
Christian Century, which he 
edits. He asked several theolo­ 
gians whether Carter, a South­ 
ern Baptist layman, should 
speak of God. 
Donald G Jones and Russell 
E Richey, of Drew University, 
a United Methodist institution, 
said they hoped Carter would 
not invoke the name of God. 
The two men who have written 
about the perils of using “ civil 
religion 
to justify injustices, 
said they were troubled by 
Carter s “ expressions of unre­ 
strained idealism. 
“ His promises not to lie. not 
to deceive and not even to com­ 
promise suggest an easy 
translation of personal morality 
into policy and action,” they 
said 
Wes Michaelson, an evangeli­ 
cal and former legislative as­ 
sistant to Sen Mark Hatfield, 
R-Ore.. urged Carter to say that 
before God, “ no nation has a 
special standing that exempts it 
from pride, injustices and cor­ 
porate sin.” 
Michael Novak, a columnist 
and author who is Catholic, 
urged that Carter remain 
faithful to his roots and speak 
“ out of the religious language 
of the South and the West, a 
language important to the 
history of our ‘frontier.’”

PA R IS (U P I) - A French 
court freed Palestinian leader 
Abu Daoud today despite the 
urging of Israel and West Ger­ 
many that he be held pending 
formal extradition requests. 
Israel denounced the move as 
“ shameful surrender.” 


Daoud, 39, suspected master­ 
mind of the Munich Olympic 
games massacre of 1972. was 
returned in a police van to 
Sante prison just long enough to 
pick up his effects Then three 
civilian cars drove him to Orly 
airport where he was to take a 
plane to Algiers 


The court freed Daoud after a 
surprise hearing that supersed­ 
ed an extradition hearing 
scheduled for Jan. 17. 


The Palestine Liberation Or­ 
ganization office in Paris said it 
was “ happy.” In Germany the 
quick French decision brought 
a sigh of relief. 
In Jerusalem, Foreign Minis­ 
ter Yigal Allon said Israel 
rejects the French decision. 
“ We regard with great 
severity this act of the French 
government, which is simply 
shameful surrender to the pres­ 
sures of Arab governments and 
the threats of the terrorist 
organizations,” Allon said in a 
speech prepared for delivery to 
parliament. 


“ We categorically protest the 
hasty move taken today by the 
French government, and we 
will not accept it,’’ Allon 
declared 


OTTAWA (U P I) - Canada 
has expelled five Cubans 
suspected of running a school 
for spies at the Cuban consulate 
in Montreal. 


A copyrighted story Monday 
by Southam News Services 
quoted the Salisbury (Rhode­ 
sia) Sunday Mail as saying 
American mercenary David 
Bufkin, told Rhodesian authori­ 
ties he had been trained for un­ 
dercover activity by a Cuban 
espionage school at the Cuban 
Consulate and trade commis­ 
sion in Montreal. 


Bufkin, of Kerman, Calif , a 
confessed double agent working 
both for Havana and Salisbury, 
said the Cuban aim was infiltra­ 
tion of Rhodesian security 
forces. 


Bufkin hired Daniel Gearhart 
of Kensington, Md.. and other 
American mercenaries to fight 
for the National Front for the 
Liberation of Angola during the 
African country's civil war last 


year Gearhart was among four 
foreign mercenaries executed 
last July by the Luanda govern­ 
ment for their activities. 
External Affairs Minister 
Don Jamieson said the expul­ 
sion of three diplomats and two 
Cuban nationals followed police 
determination that the Cubans * 
were operating “ a training 
center relating to activities out­ 
side of Canada ” 
“ I'm satisfied that Canadian 
security was not jeopardized,” 
he said 
Although the diplom ats’ 
names were not divulged, a 
Canadian immigration spokes­ 
man identified the others as 
Hector Arazoza and Santo 
Hernandez-Cuesta, and added 
they had been ordered out of 
Canada for “ subversive ac­ 
tivity detrim ental to the 
security of Canada ” 


One of the diplomats already 
was back in Cuba on vacation 
The others were expected to 
leave shortlv.

Instead, the ACLU will file 
friend-of-the-court briefs in ap­ 
peals by attorneys Robert Van 
Sciver and Gil Athay, who 
represent two of Utah’s other 
five condemned men 
“ We will ask that Gilmore’s 
execution be stayed until we 
can have our other appeals dis­ 
posed of," Van Sciver said 
Van Sciver said his strategy 
for convincing the court to 
block the death date centers on 
the expected reluctance of the 
state courts to declare Utah’s 
capital punishment law uncon­ 
stitutional after it has been 
used to execute Gilmore. 
The 36-year-old Gilmore, con­ 
victed of slaying a motel clerk, 
has refused to appeal his death 
sentence and is scheduled to die 


at sunrise next Monday before a 
Utah State prison firing squad

Some snakes were tossed 
the fu ll length of the 30-foot 
enclosure ..where they landed with a

The writer of the article said, “ It’s not 
easy to feel sorry for poisonous snakes. 
But I witnessed the Big Spring round-up 
from start to finish, and by the time the 
last skin had been stripped from the last 
withering carcass, my sympathies were 
entirely with the reptiles 
I’m from New Hampshire, and our 
wildlife is something to be treasured, not 
to be used in this horrible manner. If the 
general public knew about this kind of 
torture, I wonder whether they would 
stand for it.

“ On time" was when the office, the fac­ 
tory or the shop opened. And the boss or 
foreman was there to check us in. 
In retirement, I make my own “ on 
time" rules Most television bores me. I 
doze off after the seven o’clock news. 
Within minutes, I am soundly sawing 
wood (no pun intended). Awake between 
1 and 2 a m,, I freshen up, I sip a glass of 
milk. 1 read a book. I search for music 
appropriate to the mood of that moment.

Interview 
Gray, 
eager 
Bolinger 
for '77

Old team m ates have to stick 
together, even if they’re no longer 
on the same team, and that’s what 
Johnnie Gray and Russ Bolinger did. 
It was a game midway through the 
season between two frustrated 
teams — G ray’s Green Bay Packers 
and 
B olinger’s D etro it Lions. 
Somehow a fight started on the field 
and both benches emptied. 
“ I was pulling a guy out of a pile 
to hit him ." says Gray. “ I felt these 
two huge arm s around me, pulling 
me away from the pile. It was Russ. 
He said. 
Y ou’re going to get 
yourself into trouble.’ We stood off 
to the side and watched the fight 
together " 
Ironically, it was a play by Gray 
later in that same game that ruined 
the second half of B olinger’s 
otherwise successful rookie season. 
Johnnie intercepted a Lion pass, and 
Russ, a starting offensive guard, 
moved in to make the tackle. 
"Their big linebacker hit me when 
I wasn t ready,’’ says Bolinger. 
His shoulder was badly bruised

and cartilage was torn Russ missed 
the next two games, came back to 
start against Chicago on Thanksgiv­ 
ing Day. but "didn’t look too hot, so 
I didn t start against New York and 
the Rams " 
Without two good shoulders to 
block with, an offensive lineman is 
in trouble 
So Russ, whose parents now live 
in Washington state, will spend the 
winter letting his shoulder heal 
while he works toward graduation at 
Long Beach State 
In separate interviews. Gray and 
Bolinger talked about the '76 season 
and what s ahead 
Gray, who won a starting job as a 
rookie free agent in '75. established 
himself during the '76 season as a 
solid, intelligent football player But 
while he feels he improved “ 100 per 
c e n t." his team did not. The 
Packers won just five games 
Would the disappointing season 
cool the brimming optimism that is 
one of G ray’s tradem arks0 
“ I'll never let my optimism cool 
down," he said firmly “ I like our 
team We had a lot more talent this 
year but we didn't have the attitude. 
We just couldn’t get together. I 
think we ll win 10 games next year." 
Gray was asked to compare his 
rookie season with his sophomore 
year 
"Last year we really didn't have a 
good (defensive backfield) coach I 
was just kind of running around 
back there This year Dick La Beau 
just put us all together 
“ He gave me a little bit more 
leeway He really wanted me to be a 
lot more intelligent, for me to study 
a little more. It was a m atter of un­ 
derstanding what's going on around 
you. not just floating back tocenter- 
field and reading the quarterback. 
“ He said. You gotta be a leader.’ 
One thing coach La Beau made you 
do is have confidence in yourself. 
“ We ve got a good secondary We 
do a lot of things together — party, 
drink, laugh, talk Eight people. It’s 
a really good fam ily." 
Defensive secondaries. Oakland’s 
in particular, came in for some 
criticism this year for excessive 
violence. 
“There s a lot of hitting," says 
John, 
but th a t’s the way the 
game's supposed to be played. We 
got a lot of compliments about the 
way we hit, and it’s all legal. We 
want to have a really aggressive 
secondary, but really intelligent.” 
While he’s studying the finer 
points of football, Johnnie hasn't 
forgotten how he got his job. “ I want 


to be a hitter. ’H iat’s my strongest 
point." 
After the season Johnnie rested 
for three weeks, then, on New 
Y ear’s Day, started his program of 
jo g g in g , 
w e ig h t 
liftin g and 
stretching, “Just slowly but surely 
rebuilding muscles that got tom 
down during the season." 
He’ll move to Huntington Beach 
next month, where he’ll take some 
college courses. “ Just to keep my 
mind on what’s going on, so life 
doesn’t just revolve around foot­ 
ball " 
Gray will also take time off next 
month to attend a conference for 
Christian athletes in Florida. In 
May, he'll head back to Green Bay 
to help kick off the team ’s new early 
running program. And to recharge 
his optimism. 


While Johnnie Gray was sitting on 
the bench for Lompoc High in his 
senior year, one of the Braves' 
starting defensive backs (some 
games) was Russ Bolinger. 
How does a guy go from a 195- 
pound defensive back and substitute 
quarterback to a 245-pound pro foot­ 
ball lineman in five years? 
“I was ready to quit football in my 
junior year," Bolinger says, ex­ 
plaining that he was playing a posi­ 
tion he didn’t like, and a broken 
wrist put him out of the first six 
games. 
"I was supposed to play quarter­ 
back as a senior, but they decided 
that since I wanted to play baseball, 
they’d give it (the quarterback spot) 
to Jim Huyck. They asked me to 
play tight end." 
After a good year, Russ was 
recruited by Riverside. He played 
tight end there as a freshman (205 
pounds i and sophomore (210) before 
transferring to Long Beach State. 
At Long Beach he played at 215 as 
a junior tight end. 
“ Before my senior year, they 
asked me to play tackle. I said sure, 
because I could catch the ball, but 
couldn't run with it very well. I had 
a bad junior year." 
Russ hit the weights and the din­ 
ner plates hard and reported at 245 
pounds for his senior season. 
“ I never thought I could make it in 
the pros, but I played in a couple 
college all-star games and didn’t do 
too bad. so I thought I had a 
chance." 
Russ started six games for the 
Lions. 
“ I was surprised I got to start that 
many. I was just supposed to be a 
backup guard. I thought I did pretty

well. I had a few big games Then I 
started to taper off when I got hurt 
“ I think I did OK pass blocking, 
but I’m not a very good run blocker. 
I’m just not real 
physical inside 
I’d rather be a tackle But I’ll keep 
my mouth shut. The tackles are 
prettv well taken " 
Russ lived during the season near 
a lake in a rural section of Michigan 
near Pontiac, where the Lions play 
and practice He spent only part of 
one day in the city of Detroit. 
Like Gray. Bolinger found pro 
football hard on the body. 
“ I got really excited about the 
games, but I played in 19 of them, 
and toward the end you really get 
physically beat up. But with 80,000 
people in the stands, it’s a lot of 
fun " 
The defensive linemen who gave 
him the most trouble were guys like 
Diron Talbert (Redskins) and Wally 
Chambers (Bears). “They never 
make a mistake, never get out of 
position, always do something dif­ 
ferent." 
Russ is sharing an off-season Long 
Beach apartm ent with older brother

SACRAMENTO. Calif. (UPI) 
— Evil doers beware! You may 
be the target of 20-megaton 
peanut butter or a jelly ballistic 
sandwich. 
These are the weapons of 
“ Captain Sticky” who is setting 
out next week on a hike from 
San Diego to Sacramento in his 
fight against “ the forces of 
evil “ 
“ Captain Sticky” — his 325 
pounds clad in an “ S ” - 
emblazoned. tight blue leotard 
and gold lame cape — said he 
plans to hike “ every inch” of 
the 70-day, 700-mile “ Walk for 
Human Dignity” that has the 
endorsement of the state 
Department of Aging 
At journey’s end he intends to 
present Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr with a petition for human 
dignity which he hopes will bear 
the signatures of 2 million 
persons. 
Those who have spotted evil 
— particularly that of negligent

“ Captain Sticky” said any 
evil doers will force him to use 
his “ ultimate and most lethal 
weapon on evil — a 20-megaton 
peanut butter and jelly inter­ 
continental ballistic sandwich ” 
The sandwich, added Capt 
Sticky, is only figurative. Ac­ 
tually. wrongdoers will be over­ 
come by “ truth and justice.” 


“ We've got the most sophis­ 
ticated spy network in the 
world 
the people!” the 
supreme allied commander-in- 
chief of the World Organization 
Against Evil (WOE) exhorted 
during a pre-walk news con­ 
ference 


“ It far surpasses any comput­ 
er network ever devised by 
man Everybody is a spy! So 
evil doers, watch out! Woe to 
the foe cause we've got ’em on 
the run.” 


Proclamations from officials 
in Imperial Beach, Chula Vista, 
La Mesa and the County of San 
Diego proclaim “ Captain Stiek- 
y ” (sometimes known as 
former San Diego businessman 
Robert Pesta) the ambassador 
of human dignity 
“ He s for real.” said Loretta 
Petersen, nursing home om­ 
budsman for the state Depart­ 
ment of Agmg. “ Were sup­ 
porting him in this.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
“ human cannonball” has 
pierced the Supreme Court — 
not literally but in the form of 
an appeal. 
The justices Monday granted 
a hearing to Hugo Zacchini, 
who is shot from a cannonlike 
device at county fairs. 
Zacchini sued Scripps- 
Howard Broadcasting Co., 
owner of W E W S- T V in 
Cleveland, alleging that his act 
at the Geauga County Fair in 
Burton. Ohio, was filmed and 
broadcast without permission 
The complaint said the broad­ 
caster unlawfully appropriated 
Z acch in i's 
professional 
property. 


The Ohio Supreme Court 
agreed with Zacchini that he 
could control his act by 
barring its use in advertising 
without a fee, for instance. But 
the opinion said in areas where 
the First Amendment comes 
into play he would have to show 
the broadcast was intended to 
injure him rather than aired as 
a matter of news interest 


The case will be heard later 
this term and decided by writ­ 
ten opinion 


The court again will look at 
the ever-recurring obscenity is­ 
sue by examining an Illinois law 
struck down by a federal court. 
The question was whether the 
statute is specific enough to 
come within the 1973 Supreme 
Court obscenity guidelines. 
The forthcoming opinion will 
give the court’s newest mem­ 
ber, Justice John Paul Stevens, 
a chance to state his views and 
will be helpful to other state 
courts that may be in doubt 
about whether their new 
obscenity laws come within the 
guidelines. 
The court also agreed to ex­ 
amine Ohio’s law channeling 
public funds to church-related 
schools. The American Civil 
Liberties Union, appealing a 
federal court decision up­ 
holding the law, called it a 
“ sham" and “ an end run’ 
around the court's earlier rul­ 
ings 
The law calls for furnishing 
non-public school pupils with a 
wide variety of instructional 
materials and equipment as 
well as medical and dental ser­ 
vices. standard testing and 
scoring services, and transpor­ 
tation on field trips 


In other actions the court: 
— Unanimously struck down 
a Georgia law under which a. 
justice of the peace gets $5 for 
issuing a search warrant but 
nothing if he denies the request. 
— Agreed to decide whether 
wartime military service must 
be counted toward an em­ 
ploye’s pension rights. 
— Struck down a New York 
law requiring contractors work­ 
ing for state and local govern­ 
ments to prefer as employes 
New York citizens who had 
lived in the state for a year. 
— Left intact appointment by 
a federal judge of a special 
receiver, the Boston Superin­ 
tendent of Schools, for South 
Boston High School, where 
desgregation has caused tur­ 
moil 
— Rejected a challenge to a 
1975 Florida law designed to 
take many medical malpractice 
suits out of state courts by sub­ 
stituting mediation. 
— Allowed Washington state 
to continue regulating oil 
tankers operating in Puget 
Sound until the justices dispose 
of the state’s appeal from a rul­ 
ing striking down its regula­ 
tory power 
Violent weather brings large 
portion of nation to standstill

Ships foundered, inaugural 
parades were canceled, govern­ 
ment and industry ground to a 
halt and school children had an 
unscheduled holiday Monday as 
a violent winter storm battered 
the eastern two-thirds of the na­

At least 37 deaths were 
blamed on the weather New 
England states reported 9 — 
one in a shipwreck — Illinois 9.

The storm marred the in­ 
augurations of Govemors-eleet 
James Thompson of Illinois and 
Joseph Teasdale of Missouri. 
Inaugural parades were can­ 
celed in Springfield. 111., and 
Jefferson City, Mo , and 20 
persons were treated for frost­ 
bite at outdoor inaugural 
festivities in Jefferson City, in­ 
cluding a pianist who suffered 
frostbitten hands and fainted 
New England, beset by its 
third big storm in 12 days, got 
two feet of snow on top of the 20

Alper of 
Gloucester, Mass , asked the 
National Guard to plow city 
streets because the city had no 
more money for the job 
The tanker Chester A Poling, 
sailing empty, broke up and 
sank in the storm-swept Atlan­ 
tic about four miles off Cape 
Ann.

A cargo ship carrying taco- 
nite pellets, an additive used in 
processing alloys, was stuck in 
the ice of Lake Superior north 
of Devil's Head.

There is a real blunder in 
the play of today’s hand A 
real blunder, but of the sort 
that almost everyone makes 
Squth won the first trick 
with dummy’s ace of clubs, 
led the six of hearts and 
finessed his queen 
The 
finesse worked, but West 
dropped the jack Now South 
couldn’t lay down his ace and 
concede one trump trick He 
had to lead a low heart to 
dummy's 10. 
East took his king and led 
out the ace-king of spades. 
South ruffed the second 
spade, entered dummy with 
the queen of diamonds, led 


the eight of hearts and let it 
ride after East played low. 
Now he tried to get back to his 
hand with a diamond, but East 
ruffed for the third defensive 
trick South still had to lose a 
club and his contract. 
Do you see where South 
made his blunder? 
It was at trick two. He led 
the six of hearts from dummy. 
If he had led the eight when it 
came time to play that third 
trump from dummy he would 
have been leading the six. 
Then he could overtake with 
his seven, pluck East’s last 
trump and chalk up the game. 


A Mississippi reader asks 
what happens when the first 
defender fails to follow to the 
suit led by declarer, but dis­ 
covers the error after dummy 
and the other defender have 
followed to the trick 
The answer is that the 
player announces, “I could 
have followed suit.” Declarer 
may now demand that the 
offender play her highest or 
lowest card and then change 
the card played from dummy 
if he so desires. As for the 
other opponent, his card 
remains as played

SACRAMENTO. Calif. (UPI) 
— Evil doers beware! You may 
be the target of 20-megaton 
peanut butter or a jelly ballistic 
sandwich. 
These are the weapons of 
“Captain Sticky” who is setting 
out next week on a hike from 
San Diego to Sacramento in his 
fight against “the forces of 
evil." 
“Captain Sticky” — his 325 
pounds clad in an “ S ” - 
emblazoned, tight blue leotard 
and gold lame cape — said he 
plans to hike “every inch” of 
the 70-day, 700-mile “Walk for 
Human Dignity” that has the 
endorsem ent of the sta te 
Department of Aging. 
At journey’s end he intends to 
present Gov. Edmund G Brown 
Jr. with a petition for human 
dignity which he hopes will bear 
the signatures of 2 million 
persons 
Those who have spotted evil 
— particularly that of negligent 
convalescent and nursing home 
operators, government bureau­ 
crats “who fail to perform the 
task for which we pay them” 
and advertisers who sell “ by 
fear” — will be asked to com­ 
plete a “ Fink Form.” 
“Captain Sticky” said any 
evil doers will force him to use 
his "ultimate and most lethal 
weapon on evil — a 20-megaton 
peanut butter and jelly inter­ 
continental ballistic sandwich.” 
The sandwich, added Capt. 
Sticky, is only figurative Ac­ 
tually. wrongdoers will be over­ 
come by “truth and justice. ” 


“We've got the most sophis­ 
ticated spy network in the 
world 
the people!” the 
supreme allied commander-in- 
chief of the World Organization 
Against Evil (WOE) exhorted 
during a pre-walk news con­ 
ference 
“It far surpasses any comput­ 
er network ever devised by 
man Everybody is a spy! So 
evil doers, watch out! Woe to 
the foe cause we’ve got ’em on 
the run “ 
Proclamations from officials 
in Imperial Beach, Chula Vista. 
La Mesa and the County of San 
Diego proclaim “Captain Stick- 
y ” (som etim es known as 
former San Diego businessman 
Robert Pesta i the ambassador 
of human dignity. 
“He s for real,” said Loretta 
Petersen, nursing home om­ 
budsman for the state Depart­ 
ment of Aging 
“W ere sup­ 
porting him in this He’s a bit 
flamboyant, we admit.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
“ human cannonball” has 
pierced the Supreme Court — 
not literally but in the form of 
an appeal. 
The justices Monday granted 
a hearing to Hugo Zacchini, 
who is shot from a cannonlike 
device at county fairs. 
Zacchini sued Scripps- 
Howard Broadcasting Co., 
o w n er of W EW S-TV in 
Cleveland, alleging that his act 
at the Geauga County Fair in 
Burton. Ohio, was filmed and 
broadcast without permission. 
The complaint said the broad­ 
caster unlawfully appropriated 
Z a c c h in i’s 
p ro fe ssio n a l 
property. 


The Ohio Supreme Court 
agreed with Zacchini that he 
could co n tro l his ac t by 
barring its use in advertising 
without a fee. for instance But 
the opinion said in areas where 
the First Amendment comes 
into play he would have to show 
the broadcast was intended to 
injure him rather than aired as 
a matter of news interest 
The case will be heard later 
this term and decided by writ­ 
ten opinion 


The court again will look at 
the ever-recurring obscenity is­ 
sue by examining an Illinois law 
struck down by a federal court. 
The question was whether the 
statute is specific enough to 
come within the 1973 Supreme 
Court obscenity guidelines. 
The forthcoming opinion will 
give the court’s newest mem­ 
ber. Justice John Paul Stevens, 
a chance to state his views and 
will be helpful to other state 
courts that may be in doubt 
about w hether th eir new 
obscenity laws come within the 
guidelines. 
The court also agreed to ex­ 
amine Ohio’s law channeling 
public funds to church-related 
schools. The American Civil 
Liberties Union, appealing a 
federal court decision up­ 
holding the law, called it a 
“ sham” and “an end run 
around the court’s earlier rul­ 
ings 
The law calls for furnishing 
non-public school pupils with a 
wide variety of instructional 
materials and equipment as 
well as medical and dental ser­ 
vices. standard testing and 
scoring services, and transpor­ 
tation on field trips 


In other actions the court: 
— Unanimously struck down 
a Georgia law under which a 
justice of the peace gets $5 for 
issuing a search warrant but 
nothing if he denies the request. 
— Agreed to decide whether 
wartime military service must 
be counted toward an em­ 
ploye’s pension rights. 
— Struck down a New York 
law requiring contractors work­ 
ing for state and local govern­ 
ments to prefer as employes 
New York citizens who had 
lived in the state for a year. 
— Left intact appointment by 
a federal judge of a special 
receiver, the Boston Superin­ 
tendent of Schools, for South 
Boston High School, where 
desgregation has caused tur­ 
moil 
— Rejected a challenge to a 
1975 Florida law designed to 
take many medical malpractice 
suits out of state courts by sub­ 
stituting mediation 
— Allowed Washington state 
to continue regulating oil 
tankers operating in Puget 
Sound until the justices dispose 
of the state’s appeal from a rul­ 
ing striking down its regula­ 
tory power. 
Violent weather brings large 
portion of nation to standstill 


United Press International 
Ships foundered, inaugural 
parades were canceled, govern­ 
ment and industry ground to a 
halt and school children had an 
unscheduled holiday Monday as 
a violent winter storm battered 
the eastern two-thirds of the na­ 
tion 
At least 37 deaths were 
blamed on the weather New 
England states reported 9 — 
one in a shipwreck — Illinois 9. 
Michigan and Missouri 7 each 
and Indiana 5 
Six to 12 inches of snow fell 
from the Great Lakes and Ohio 
Valley to the Atlantic Coast 
The storm marred the in­ 
augurations of Govemors-elect 
James Thompson of Illinois and 
Joseph Teasdale of Missouri 
Inaugural parades were can­ 
celed in Springfield. 11!.. and 
Jefferson City. Mo , and 20 
persons were treated for frost­ 
bite at outdoor inaugural 
festivities in Jefferson City, in­ 
cluding a pianist who suffered 
frostbitten hands and fainted 
New England, beset by its 
third big storm in 12 days, got 
two feet of snow on top of the 20 
inches left by the last storm. 


M ayor Leo 1 
A lper of 
Gloucester, Mass., asked the 
National Guard to plow city 
streets because the city had no 
more money for the job 
The tanker Chester A Poling, 
sailing empty, broke up and 
sank in the storm-swept Atlan­ 
tic about four miles off Cape 
Ann. Mass. One crewman 
perished in the icy waters, but 
six others were saved 
A cargo ship carrying taco- 
nite pellets, an additive used in 
processing alloys, was stuck in 
the ice of Lake Superior north 
of Devil s Head. Wig. Heavy ice 
slowed a Canadian Coast Guard 
cutter sailing to the rescue 
The New York Legislature 
canceled its session in Albany. 
Courts, businesses and indus­ 
tries shut down in wholesale 
numbers from the midlands to 


the Northeast 
The New York metropolitan 
area got up to five inches of 
snow, followed by sleet and 
freezing rain 
Schools closed in wide areas 
of upstate New York, in Boston, 
much of Connecticut and Rhode 
Island and in hundreds of com­ 
munities in the eastern two- 
thirds of the nation 
Bitter cold accompanied the 
storm and utilities in the 
midlands urged customers to 
turn down heat to conserve 
natural gas. 
Subzero weather reached as 
far south as Arkansas and 
Oklahoma and colder weather 
was forecast today. 
The cold knifed deep into the 
Southland Monday, closing 
schools as far south as New 
Orleans

Now he tried to get back to his 
hand with a diamond, but East 
ruffed for the third defensive 
trick South still had to lose a 
club and his contract. 
Do you see where South 
made his blunder? 
It was at trick two. He led 
the six of hearts from dummy. 
If he had led the eight when it 
came time to play that third 
trump from dummy he would 
have been leading the six. 
Then he could overtake with 
his seven, pluck East’s last 
trump and chalk up the game. 


A Mississippi reader asks 
what happens when the first 
defender fails to follow to the 
suit led by declarer, but dis­ 
covers the error after dummy 
and the other defender have 
followed to the trick 
The answer is that the 
player announces, “ I could 
nave followed suit.” Declarer 
may now demand that the 
offender play her highest or 
lowest card and then change 
the card played from dummy 
if he so desires As for the 
other opponent, his card 
remains as played.

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Brown's decision 
Governor Brown displayed 
to many last week strength in 
his own convictions when he 
told the legislature in his 
“State of the State” message 
that if a death bill reinstating 
the death penalty reached his 
desk he would veto it. 
Calling such a decision a 
“ m atter of c o n s c ie n c e /’ 
Governor Brown said he would 
propose legislation which 
would require life imprison­ 
ment without possibility of 
parole ‘‘for those who commit 
capital crimes.” 
The State Supreme Court 
last month struck down 
California’s 1973 death penalty 
law on a technicality that it 


was unconstitutional. The law 
was passed after the voters of 
this State in 1972 reinstated 
capital punishment on an in­ 
itiative amendment by a 2-1 
margin. The previous capital 
punishment law had been 
declared invalid a year earlier 
by the high court. 
Governor Brown must be ad­ 
m ired 
for h is 
p o litic a l 
courage, for sure, but is it not 
possible that a large majority 
of California voters in 1972 
also voted the death penalty as 
a ‘‘matter of conscience?” 
We would also strongly 
suspect that those who so 
overwhelmingly supported the 
reinstitution of the death 


penalty saw no hope, what­ 
soever, in legislation that 
would put heinous murderers 
in jail without possibility of 
parole. Sooner or later, we 
s u s p e c t they r e a s o n e d , 
another legislature would 
change such laws for the pur­ 
pose of rehabilitation. 
Brown will now veto any 
current legislation that comes 
to his desk calling for a death 
p e n a l t y .

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Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Secret House Democratic memo 


WASHINGTON — A sizzling, secret 
memo to the House D em ocratic 
leadership charges that Rep. Clement 
Zablocki. D-W is., “ lacks the sen­ 
sitivity, leadership, judgment and high 
repute ’ to become chairman of the 
International Relations Committee. 
The 38-page memo, prepared under the 
direction of Rep. Ben 
Rosenthal. D-N.Y., ac­ 
cu ses Z ablocki of 
fronting for both the 
South 
Korean and 
Chinese N ationalist 
lobbies It also brands 
him a s a c 1 o s e t \( 
Republican who voted 
with the committee’s 
GOP 
b lo c 
an 
astonishing 84 per cent 
of the time. 
“He has consistently 
fought D em ocratic 
proposals,’’ the memo 
declares, “on South 
K orea, R hodesian 
chrome. Middle East, 
Turkish arm s em ­ 
bargo, Vietnam, Cambodia and human 
rights.’’ 
Rosenthal has been engaged in a runn­ 
ing political feud with the stocky, no- 
nonsense Zablocki, whose 28 years in the 
House give him seniority over his 
colleagues on the com m ittee. But 
Rosenthal contends the seniority rule 
should be waived in Zablocki’s case. 
The form er choir director from 
M ilw aukee’s south side is “ ill- 
equipped.” alleges Rosenthal, for the 
powerful and prestigious foreign policy 
post The chairman should exhibit “the 
highest personal qualities of leadership, 
discretion, sensitivity and integrity ...” 
states the memo. “Taking account of 
these tests, one is forced to conclude that 
Clement J Zablocki fails to measure up 
to these high standards.” 
Here are some of the specific charges, 
which Rosenthal carefully documents in 
his amazing memo:

— Zablocki joined the advisory board 
of two South Korean fronts, the Korean 
Cultural and Freedom Foundation and 
Radio of Free Asia. In 1974, he also 
received an honorary degree from a 
South Korean university at a ceremony 
attended by President Park Chung Hee 
him self 
The memo charges that 
Zablocki “has consistently voted against 
Decmocratic initiatives to limit the U.S. 
com m itm ent to the South Korean 
regime.” 
— The Milwaukee congressman also 
championed the interests of Nationalist 
China He was active in organizations 
w hich, a ccord in g to the m em o, 
spearheaded “ the so-called China lob­ 
by.” Among their activities was organiz­ 
ing a White House demonstration in 1971 
in behalf of the late Chiang Kai-shek. 
— Zablocki voted "at varying times 
against human rights proposals,” adds 
the memo, “to limit or restrict aid to the 
Salazar regime in Portugal, the Greek 
junta. South Korea and Brazil.” He also 
opposed a plan to bar economic aid to 
countries committing gross violations of 
human rights. 
— For the record, Zablocki supported 
a move to restrict the president’s war- 
making powers. But behind closed doors, 
he introduced a bill that “could have 
been written at the White House” by the 
Nixon gang. 
— Parenthetically, the erstwhile choir 
director, who had absolutely no military 
experience and had never wielded a 
weapon more menacing than a baton, 
was given an Air Force commission as a 
major in the reserves. He served the 
Pentagon on Capitol Hill. 
— Even after public sentiment turned 
against the Vietnam War, states the 
memo. Zablocki “was still exhorting the 
country to ’fight to win’ and urging a 
resumption of the bombing of North 
Vietnam " Once he suggested that then- 
President Nixon hold a White House din­ 
ner where Vietnam critics “would be in­ 
vited to eat crow.” 
“On few issues has Zablocki taken a 


more isolated position,” declares the 
memo, than on the Middle East. He op­ 
posed additional economic aid to both 
Israel and Egypt, favored an eventual 
pullout of U.S. peacekeeping forces from 
the Israel-Egypt buffer zone and voted 
against U.S. aid to Israel. 
The main point of the Rosenthal memo 
is that the mustachioed Zablocki is a con­ 
servative Republican 
in Democratic 
guise. If he should be installed as 
chairman, the memo implies, it would be 
like putting a Confederate general in 
command of Yankee troops. 
The memo quotes a Republican ward 
leader in Milwaukee, who explained to 
Zablocki why the GOP in 1972 need not 
nominate a candidate to oppose him. 
“We have no need to spend money 
electing one,’’ said the Republican 
politico, “as long as you vote our way. 
We c o n s i d e r you a v e r y f i n e 
Republican.” 
Footnote: In an hour-long interview 
with our associates Gary Cohn and 
Howie Kurtz, Zablocki called the memo 
“scurrilous.” He complained that it was 
also highly selective in its review of his 
record. “This is the worst form of Mc- 
Carthyism,” he said. “It’s full of inuen- 
do.” 
He charged that Rosenthal was really 
attacking him because of his stand on 
Israel. “I’m not anti-Semitic, but I’m not 
as pro-Israel as Ben Rosenthal,” snorted 
Zablocki 
“ Even 
(Israeli 
Prime 
Minister) Rabin doesn’t satisfy Ben 
Rosenthal.” 
The congressman from Milwaukee 
said he had opposed withdrawal from 
Vietnam because "we would have lost 
face in that area.” Cutting off aid to our 
allies, he also contended, is not the way 
to improve human rights. 
Learning forward across his desk, he 
concluded: “I’ve always voted my con­ 
science and not along partisan lines.” 
Rosenthal tried to keep his memo con­ 
fidential and was upset over our access 
to it. He told us that he intended to give 
Zablocki a copy.

I mentioned not long ago that 
sometimes even editors get edited, and 
not always with the most satisfactory 
results.

The 
paragraph is titled “President’s Pot­ 
pourri.” 
In a recent edition of Optimissile, Ken 
was moved to comment on the title of the 
president's paragraph. 
He noted that the word, translated 
literally from the French, means “rotten 
pot.” While he also included other defini­ 
tions. such as “a mixture of dried petals 
of roses or other flowers with spices kept 
in a jar for their fragrance” and “a 
collection of miscellaneous literary ex­ 
tracts” and “any mixture, especially of 
unrelated objects, subjects, etc.,” the 
implication was clear that he may have 
had something in mind with reference to 
the paragraph’s quality when he' included 
the word “rotten” in the definitions. 
Critics everywhere! 


Speaking of literary problems, the 
election of Jimmy Carter as our next 
President already has created a 
language barrier between the President­ 
elect and the White House press corps. 
In a dispatch from United Press Inter­ 
national a few days ago in which it was 
announced that Carter had named 
Walter Mondale to be the chief of the 
White House staff, there was a sentence 
that quoted Carter as saying, “He shows 
up my weaknesses.” 
About an hour later, UPI dispatched a 
correction for that paragraph which in­ 
dicated that the writer of the story had 
written down what he thought the 
President-elect had said but that the 
writer just doesn’t know how to unders­ 
tand Southern yet. 
What the President-elect actually said 
was. “ He shores up my weaknesses ” In 
Georgia dialect, “shores” sounds a great 
deal like “shows." 
My commendations go to the editor 
som ewhere along the circuit who 
questioned the phrase as originally 
translated by the reporter and got it 


straightened out in time for it to get into 
print correctly. 


Similar language difficulties occur 
because of the sound-alike aspects of 
some of our American phrases. 
Several years ago when I worked at the 
Inglewood Daily News, a girl in the Clas­ 
sified Advertising Department had taken 
a house-for-sale ad over the telephone. 
A puzzled Linotype operator brought 
the copy back to the ad manager asking 
for an- explanation of the term “four 
stair heat” which had been used to 
describe one of the features of the house. 
The classified manager, who may have 
encountered the problem before, 
changed the copy to read “forced air 
heat.” 
Last week I encountered a similar 
situation. 1 was taking some information 


over the phone and the occupation of a 
story subject was given to me as a “cat­ 
tle logger.” 
I figured there perhaps could have 
been a job such as that — logging cattle 
as they went through the stalls and such. 
Then suddenly it dawned on me that the 
occupation was “cataloguer.” 


On the subject of verbal misunder­ 
standings. I heard this story the other 
day about a new member of Congress 
who was spending the first night in his 
new home in Washington. 
His wife shook him vigorously in the 
middle of the night and whispered, 
“Wake up. John. There’s a thief in the 
house.” 
"No way.” replied the congressman sl­ 
eepily. “ In the Senate, maybe, but in the 
House9 Never!”

One-room schoolhouse 


They’ve come a long way in elemen­ 
tary education these days. Any minute 
now they’re going to be up to the “little 
red schoolhouse.” 
Then stand back and watch Johnny 
learn to read. 
They won’t call it that, of course. 
Educators, in their infinite capacity to 
obscure everything under a layer of 
gobbledegook. will probably tell us they 
have broken through to a “new level of 
utilizing the motivating thrust of a dual 
tutoring relationship between un­ 
derachieving matriculators.” 
What they’ll be trying to say is that 
they’ve stumbled upon what teachers in 
the old prairie days knew all along: get a 
big kid to help a little kid with his lessons 
and they both learn better. 
“Youth-tutoring-youth” projects are 
beginning to catch on all across the 
country. There are more than 10,000 in 
the works right now, and teachers are 
enthusiastic about how well they are 
working 
Most of the teachers, anyway. There’ll 
always be a few who resist the idea 
because they’re afraid it will threaten 
their professional status. 
Teachers in the one-room schoolhouse 
100 yeari ago didn't have time to worry 
about their status. With a roomful of 
children of all ages, they did what they 
could and divvied up the rest. 
Sixth-graders took first-graders off in 
a comer and helped them with “Run, 
Jane, run” while the teacher drilled mul­ 
tiplication tables into another group. 
Which then taught them to younger stu­ 
dents. 
It worked. Children progressed to 
more difficult (and interesting) things 
than Jane and Dick and Spot ... they 
learned to add and subtract ... and 
whatever “behavioral abnormalities” 
cropped up were taken care of with the 
judicious application of a birch switch.

It’s still working. So well, much to the 
astonishment of some educators, that 
even students who are having troubles 
with their own work are successfully 
helping younger non-achievers.

According to the National Commission 
on Resources for Youth, which has 
trained 3.500 people in student-tutoring 
techniques, tutors in one New Jersey 
project brought their own reading levels 
up 3.5 years in five months. 
This is the kind of gain educators have 
been seeking for lo, these many achieve­ 
ment tests. In the past 20 years they’ve 
spent $500 billion in their desperate 
scramble for “quality education.” 
They’ve tried everything: 
“schools 
without walls”... teaching machines ... 
remedial programs ... open classrooms 
... voucher programs ... “ m agnet” 
schools You name it, they’ve had a go at 
it 
And still national reading scores con­ 
tinued to drop 
Aristotle argued that “All men, by 
nature, desire to know.” The trick is to 
keep compulsory education from killing 
that d e sir e so m e w h e r e betw een 
kindergarten and the second grade. 
No one is willing to say exactly why 
the chi Id-tutoring program works so 
well. Educators talk about giving the 
kids a “ sense of responsibility” ... 
“building on their strengths to convince 
them they're not failures” ... and sub­ 
stituting the competitiveness of modern 
education with “ an attitu de of 
cooperation.” 
They all agree, though, that tutoring 
reinforces what the tutor has already 
learned himself and helps him fill in gaps 
in his knowledge. Shades of the one-room 
schoolhouse!
